For the further security and protection of the State 
in Railroad loans. 

Section I. Be it enacted by tbs Senate and House 
§f Representatives of the State of Aiabawci in Gene- 
red Asstrnldy convened } That it any Railroad Coni” 
pany to whom any sum has or may be loaned, or 
proposed to bo loaned by any act of the General Loaning of 
Assembly of this State, whether the same be received w* 
in gold or silver, the notes of the State Rank and 
branches, the notes of any other Bank or hind, se¬ 
curities or credits, shall fail or refuse promptly and 
and in good faith to make payment at the time and 
in the manner stipulated, the charter of such Com¬ 
pany shall be forfeited, upon such default of pay- 
meat, and the General Assembly may declare it 
forfeited , and any forfeiture so declared shall be 
complete and effectual for all purposes, without any 
judicial proceeding for that purpose. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted. That upon the ap¬ 
plication of any Company lor any loan so made or 
proposed to be made, or for the extension of any ***£?« 
loan heretofore or hereafter made, and received, said 
Company shall, before receiving any sum, whether 
in gold or silver, the notes of the Bank of the 
State of Alabama, or any of its branches, the notes 
of any other Bank, or other funds, securities or 
credits, or before extending any loan by virtue ot 
the provisions of the act under which application? 
is made for loan or extension, file with the Gov¬ 
ernor the consent to, and acceptance of the Com¬ 
pany so applying, properly authenticated, of tho 
terms and conditions of this act.

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened , That if, after the passage of 
tiffs act, any person within this State, shall be found 
in the possession of any instrument or instruments, BuT j fflar * r t im ' 
designed and intended by him or her to aid in the ,,emens * 
perpetration of burglaries or thefts, such person 
shall be subject to indictment, and, on conviction, 
shall be lined not less than one hundred dollars, 
and be imprisoned in the common jail not less than 
three months, or may be imprisoned in the Peni¬ 
tentiary not less than six months nor more than 
two years, at the discretion of the jury trying the 
same.

[No. 4.J AN ACT 

To enlarge the Winter Term of the Chancery Court 
of the 29th District of the Northern Division of 
the State of Alabama. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and Home 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened , That from and after the 
passage of this act the winter term of said Court 
shall be enlarged to two weeks.

[No. 5.] AN ACT 

To amend an act to authorize and regulate the bus¬ 
iness of Banking. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and Home 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene - 
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red Assembly convened. That the words 44 for which 
said Comptroller shall be paid by such person or 
association of persons the sum of one dollar, and 
at that rate for each hundred bills so countersigned 
by him,” be, and the same are hereby, aided to 
and made a part of the first Section of the above 
recited act to come in after the words “ his uniform 
signature.”

For the protection of Telegraph lines and for 

other purposes. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
<4 Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene-

hereby granted to any person or persons having 
the right to construct Telegraph lines within the 
State, upon the margin of any public highway. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That if any person 
or persons shall cut, pull down, destroy, or in any 
manner injure, intentionally, any Telegraph line, 
or any part or posts thereof, they shall be liable to 
fWKy. indictment; and upon conviction, fined not les« 
than one hundred, nor more than five hundred dol¬ 
lars, and confined in the Countv Jail for six 
months.

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House

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county of Coffee, approved December 17th, 1853, 
be, and the same is hereby repealed. HepcaJad

Be it enacted by the Semite and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened , That Section one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-two, of the Code, he so 
amended, that the Court of Probate shall have 
power to order a sale of the lends on a credit not 
exceeding three years.

To Compensate Tales Jurors in certain cases. 

Section t. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gen¬ 
eral Assembly convened , That Tales Jurors sum¬ 
moned to try capital offences, under section 3578 of 
the Code, for their attendance be allowed the same 
. compensation, as jurors composing the regular pan- 
nel; Provided , That said jurors shall receive no 
pay for mileage or ferriages, unless they shall have 
actually travelled from their residence, or usual 
place of business to the seat of justice in obedience 
to a summons of the Circuit Court.

Amendatory of an act, approved 4th February, 

1852, entitled an act to authorize the sale of the 
stock held by the State in the Bank of Mobile. 

Section 1 . Re it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened , That the commissioner and 
trustee of the State be authorized and instructed to 
settle with the Bank of Mobile for the payment ofsettiem't with 
six thousand shares of stock in the said Bank under of Mo ~ 
the provision of an act passed the fourth day of Feb¬ 
ruary, 1852, for that purpose, by receiving from 
said Bank of Mobile, bonds of the State hearing an 
interest of 5 per cent., amounting to the sum of 
$350,000 in lieu of an equal amount of bonds 
issued to the said Bank of Mobile in payment of 
the said stock; Provided, , that the said Bank shall 
pay all expenses and the exchange necessary to ena¬ 
ble the State to pay the bonds issued to said Bank, 
according to the provisions of the third section of 
an act passed and approved the 18th day of Decem¬ 
ber, 1835, which is hereby declared to be in full 
force and effect.

To amend section 5 of a certain act therein men¬ 
tioned. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened , That the “act of Incorpo¬ 
ration of the Alabama Annual Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South/’ passed Jan¬ 
uary 12th, 1852, he, and the same is hereby so 
amended, that the word ‘Extrinsic’' shall be sub¬ 
stituted for the word “intrinsic” in the 5th section 
of the said act. ,

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[No. 15.j AN ACT 

Authorizing the garnishment of private corporations 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened , That the provisions of 
Attachments at chapter one entitled “Attachments at Law,” part 
law. three of title two of the Code of Alabama, be and 
the same are made applicable to all private corpo¬ 
rations ; and that all affidavits or answers necessary 
or required to be made under said provisions, may 
be made by the President, Cashier, Secretary, or any 
other duly authorized agent of such corporation; 
and that such corporation may do and be dealt with 
under said provisions in all respects, the same as if 
they were natural persons. 

8 ec. 2. Beit further enacted, That the provisions 
of this act shall in all respects apply to garnish¬ 
ments on existing judgments as provided for by 
chapter twenty, part third, title one, of the Code 
Proriso. of Alabama: Provided, That no person shall be 
permitted to answer in behalf of any such corpora¬ 
tion, any garnishment process, unless the person 
shall make affidavit that he is the duly authorized 
agent to make such answer of the corporation gar¬ 
nisheed.

To renew the loan to the Mobile & Ohio Railroad 

Company. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened , That the Governor is hereby 
authorized and directed to renew the loan made to 
the Mobile & Ohio Railroad Company as author¬ 
ized by act of the General Assembly, approved on 
the 17th day of February, 1854, for two years from 
the maturity of the bonds, and other securities now

held by the State at the name rate now paid by said 
Company. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted , That for the re¬ 
newal of said loan, the Governor of the State is 
hereby authorized to receive the first mortgage 
bonds of said Company, or such personal securities 
or both as heretofore required as satisfactory to him 
for the payment of the principal and interest of 
said loan; Provided , That the debt shall not be Provta*. 
extended, unless the Governor is satisfied that the 
debt is made perfectly safe to the State. 

And provided, further , That the Governor be 
directed to require not only the first mortgage 
bonds to at least the amount of the loan, but also, 
eucli personal security as he shall deem satisfactory; 
said personal security not to be less than fifty per 
eent. of the amount of tlie loan.

[No. 17.] AN ACT 

To amend “an act” entitled “an act grant¬ 
ing the right of way to the Nashville and Chat¬ 
tanooga Railroad Company through Jackson 
county, and the privilege of constructing a bridge 
across Tennessee river in said county.” Passed 
21st January, 1850. # # Preamble. 

Whereas, a considerable portion of the bridge 
authorized by the act aforesaid, has recently been 
destroyed by fire, and whereas, the said Railroad 
company, in erecting their bridge, constructed a 
draw bridge which remains in the portion not 
consumed by the recent burning, Therefore, 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
tf Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened , That the aforesaid act be bo 
amended, that the said Nashville and Chattanooga 
Railroad Company shall not be required to build 
any part of their bridge, thirty feet or at any other 
particular elevation above extreme hi^h water 
mark ; Provided, they keep and maintain a good 
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draw or revolving bridge opening to a width suffi¬ 
cient to allow the free passage of steamboats and 
other water-crafts; and so as, when open, to leave 
a clear space between the piers, at the draw, of at 
least sixty feet.

Be it further enacted , That any person 
violating the first section of this act, for three 
months consecutively, shall be liable to indictment 
and upon conviction shall be fined one hundred dol¬ 
lars, one-half of which shall go to the informer, 
and the other into the county treasury.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened , That if any white person or 
free person of color shall, after the passage of this 
act, wilfully and maliciously kindle fire in any Firing woods 
woods in this State, or cause the same to be done, 
with intent to burn, injure or destroy any pine for¬ 
est, which has been cut, boxed, used and not aban¬ 
doned, for the purpose of collecting turpentine, 
such person, or persons, shall be subject to indict¬ 
ment, and upon conviction thereof being had in 
the Circuit Court of the county in which said pinery 
maybe located, shall be imprisoned, in the State 
penitentiary, not less than two nor more than five 
years, or in the common jail of the county, at the 
discretion of the jury trying the same, not to ex¬ 
ceed twelve months, and he fined at the discretion 
of the jury not less than one hundred dollars. 

And be it f urther enacted , That if any Relating w 
slave in this State shall be found guilty, in manner 
and form, of the offence stated in the first section 
of this act; such slave shall be branded and 
whipped one or both at the discretion of the jury 
trying the same, the whipping not to exceed one 
hundred lashes.

4th. The annual appropriations from any money 
in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, of such 
a sum not to exceed one hundred thousand dollars, 
as shall, “ together with the other funds set apart 
by this act,” enable the Superintendent to allow 
and pay to each township of the State, a sum to be 
ascertained by multiplying one dollar and ftttj 
cents, by the number of children in such township 
within the educational age, and deducting from t e 
result, the sum annually received by such town¬ 
ship from the sale or lease of its 16th Section. ^ 

5th. All sums of money which may hereafter 

accrue from escheats to this State. 

6th. Every Bank and every Insurance or Ex¬ 
change Company, now or hereafter chartered in 
this State, shall pay an annual tax of one hunarec 
dollars, or in that proportion on every hundred 
thousand dollars of its capital. „ 

Tth. Every Railroad Company m this State, 
shall pay an annual tax of one hundred dollars 
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after the same shall have declared dividends, or in 
that proportion on every $100,000 of its capital 
stock. 

8th. Every agency of any foreign Bank or Ex¬ 
change Company, shall pay annually a tax of one 
hundred dollars, and every agency of any Insur¬ 
ance Company shall pay annually a tax of one per 
cent, on the profits made by such agency. 

9th. On all foreign Bank Bills used in this State 
by any corporation, partnership or person, one half 
per cent, on every hundred dollars profit made by 
the use of said Bills. 

10th. All sums received by the State under the 
1st subdivision of Section 39*7 of the Code.

sixteenth Section fund, and from other sources, 
designating the amounts of moneys apportioned to 
said townships and counties, tin* number of schools, 
teachers and pupils, the amount of expenditures in 
each township, and fn>m what resources made; to 
hold his office in the State Capitol, in a room which 
shall he assigned for that purpose by the Governor, 
and to keep it open during the usual office hours, 
for the inspection of his hooks, by all visitors, when 
he is not elsewhere officially engaged ; to see the 
faithful disbursement and application of all moneys 
set apart and appropriated by this act; taking as 
a basis of such disbursements the returns made to 
him next proceeding such disbursement, of the 
number of children in the various townships, and 
the rates of distribution proscribed in the 4th sub¬ 
division of Section 1. Article 1. <d this act, and to 
perforin all other duties connected with his office, 
which are herein prescribed or may hereafter be 
provided by law. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted , That as soon after 
the passage of this act as possible, he must send 
out to the various county Superintendents a decla¬ 
ration of the amount per child, which he will pay 
them at the end of the scholastic year, and by the 
first of December, 1856, and annually thereafter, 
he must send out a similar statement for the fol¬ 
lowing scholastic year.

To authorize the Comptroller of Public Accounts 
to purchase a Fireproof Safe. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened , That the comptroller of 
public accounts be, and he is hereby authorized to 
purchase for the use of his office, a fireproof safe, 
at a cost not to exceed two hundred and fifty dol¬ 
lars. 

Sec. 2, Be it further enacted , That the sum of 
two hundred and fifty dollars he and is hereby ap¬ 
propriated for the purpose indicated in the first sec¬ 
tion of this act; Provided , That nothing in this p royido 
act shall he so construed as to make it obligatory romo ' 
upon the comptroller to purchase said safe if one 
he supplied to him by the proper authority out of 
the assets of the old State bank and branches.

To prohibit the teaching of slaves to read and write. 

Section 1. Beit enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gem- 
red Assembly convened , That if any person or per- 
sons shall teach or be engaged in teaching, in this 
State, any slave or slaves to read or write, he, she 
or they shall be liable to indictment therefor, and, 
on conviction, shall be fined not less than one hun¬ 
dred dollars and be imprisoned in the county jail 
not less than three months, one or both, at the dis¬ 
cretion of the jury trying the case. 

Approved, February 15, 1856. 


[No. 51.] AN ACT. 

To regulate the distribution of property in certain 

cases. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate arid House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬

[No. 280.] AN ACT 

To incorporate the Spring Hill Male and Female 
Academy in Marengo county. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened , That Dr. C. C. Garrett, B. 
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<’orroratorK. Smith. John («. Allen and E. E, Curtis, and 
their successors in ofiice, he, and they are hereby

Be it further enacted , That the Capital 
Stock of said Company, shall he one and a half 
millions of dollars, which may be increased from Capital mote* 
time to time, to any sum not exceeding the entire 
amount expended on account of said Road ; to he 
divided into shares of one hundred dollars each; which 
shares shall he deemed personal property, and may 
he transferred in such manner and at such places 
as the By-Laws of said Company may direct; 

Provided, That said Company may commence the 
construction of said Roa 1, with all the powers and 
privileges contained in this act, whenever the sum 
subscribed to the Capital Stock shall exceed one 
hundred thousand dollars. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted , That the Board 
of Directors of said Company, shall have power to 
require the payment of sums subscribed by Stock¬ 
holders in such manner and in such times as they 
may deem proper, and on refusal or neglect on the 
part of Stockholders or any of them to make pay¬ 
ment on the requisition of the board of Directors ; 
the shares of such delinquents may after thirty 
days notice, be sold at public auction, under such 
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rules as^hid Board of Directors may adopt. The 
surplus money, if any remains after deducting the 
payment due with the interest and the necessary 
costs of sale, to be paid to such delinquent Stock¬ 
holders. 

Six. 5. Be it further enacted, That the persons 
named in the first Section of this act, shall without 
delay cause books to be opened for subscriptions to 
said Stock, in such manner and at such time and 
places as they shall direct. 

Sec. (). Be it further enacted , That all the cor¬ 
porate powers of said Company, shall be vested in 
and exercised by a Board of Directors and such 
officers and Agents as they shall appoint. The 
Board of Directors shall consist of eight Stockhol¬ 
ders, who shall be chosen each year by the Stock¬ 
holders of said Company. A majority of the 
Directors shall be a quorum for the transaction of 
business ; they shall annually elect one of their 
number to be President of the Board, who shall 
also be President of said Company ; they shall 
also choose a Secretary, and such other officers as 
they may deem necessary, and a Treasurer, who 
shall give bond with security, to said Company, in 
such sums, as the said Directors may require for 
the faithful discharge of his trust. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enadd. That the persons 
named in the first Section of this act, or a majority 
of them, are hereby authorized, after the books of 
subscription to the Capital Stock of said Company, 
are closed, or when the sum subscribed shall exceed 
one hundred thousand dollars, to call the first 
meeting of the Stockholders of said Company, in 
such wt.y and at such time and place as they may 
appoint, for the choice of Directors of said Com¬ 
pany, and in all meetings of the Stockholders of 
said Company, each share shall entitle the holder 
to one vote; tvhich vote may be given by said 
Stockholder in person or by lawful proxy,. and the 
annual meeting of the Stockholders of said Com¬ 
pany for the choice of Directors, shall be holden 
at such time and place and upon such notice, as 
said Company may in their By-Law's provide. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That in case it 
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shall so happen that an election of Directors shall 
not be made on the day appointed by the By-Laws 
of said corporation, said Company for that cause 
shall not be deemed to be dissolved, but such elec¬ 
tion may be holden on any subsequent day, which 
the then existing directory may appoint. The 
Directors elected are to continue in office, until 
their successors are elected and qualified ; vacan¬ 
cies in the Board shall be filled by a vote of two 1 

thirds of the Directors remaining, such appointees 
to continue in office until the next regular annual 
election of Directors. 

Sec. 9, Be it further enacted, That the Direc¬ 
tors shall have full power to make and prescribe 
such By-Laws, rules and regulations, as they shall 
deem needful and proper, touching the disposition 
and management of the Stock, property, estates 
and effects of said Company, not contrary to this 
charter or the laws of this State or of the United 
States, the transfer of shares, the duties and con¬ 
duct of their officers and servants ; touching the 
meeting of Directors, and ail matters whatsoever, 
which may appertain to the concerns of said Com¬ 
pany ; said Company is also, hereby authorized to T ° jgjd prop * 
purchase, receive and hold such estate, as may be 
necessary and convenient in accomplishing the 
object for which this incorporation is granted, and 
may by their Agents, Surveyors, Engineers and 
servants, enter upon all lands and tenements, 
through which they may deem it necessary to make 
said Boad, or upon which it may he necessary to 
erect depots, ware-houses, machine-shops, wharves, 
engine house, water stations, wood sheds, platforms 
and other requisite buildings and structures, for 
the business of the road, and upon lands that may 
be necessary for cuttings and embankments, for 
necessary turnouts and stations, and for stone, gra¬ 
vel, earth and timber, and to survey, lay out and 
construct the same, and to agree and contract for 
said lands to be used as aforesaid with the owners 
thereof. In case the said lands belong to the 
estate of any deceased person, then with the Exe¬ 
cutor or Administrator of such; in case of the 
same belonging to a minor or a person mn compus 
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meatus, then with his or her Guardian or Guar¬ 
dians, or in case said lands he held by Trustees of 
School Sections, or other Trustees of estates, then 
with such Trustees, and the said Executors, Ad¬ 
ministrators, Guardians or Trustees, are hereby 
declared competent for such estate or minor, to 
6a ©ecu* contract with said Company, for the right to use, 
occupy and possess the lands of such estates, 
minors or trustees to be used as aforesaid, and the 
act and deed of such Executors, Administrators, 
Guardians or Trustees, in relation thereto, shall 
pass the title in said land in the same manner as 
if the said deed or act was made or done by a 
legal owner of full age, and such Executor, Admin¬ 
istrator, Guardian or Trustee, shall account to 
those interested upon their respective bonds, for 
the amount paid him in pursuance of such agree¬ 
ment and composition, and if the said Company 
and parties representing lands prefer, they may 
refer the question of arbitration to arbitrators mutu¬ 
ally chosen, whose award, or that of their umpire 
in case of disagreement, shall vest title according 
to its terms. 

Sec. 10. Be it further enacted, That if the said 
Company cannot agree with the owner of the land, 
which they desire to use as aforesaid, or with the 
Executor, Administrator, Guardian or Trustee, it 
shall and may be lawful for the Clerk of the Cir¬ 
cuit Court, of the county, in which said land lies, 
on application of said Company or its Agents, and 
he is required to issue a writ of u ad quod damnum ' 
commanding the Sheriff that without delay, lie 
(A cause a jury of six good and lawful men to be upon 
£ry :said land, on a day to be by said Sheriff fixed and 
appointed, and whereof it shall he his duty to give 
notice to the owner, Executor, Administrator, 
Guardian or Trustee, at least live days before such 
day, if they be within his county, or it not, or ii 
the owner or owners be unknown, the notice shall 
be given by advertisement, to be by said Sheriff 
posted and fixed on the dwelling house, if such 
there be, or in a public or conspicuous place, at 
least five days before such appointed day, and also 
by advertising the same in some newspaper, pub- 
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lished nearest to the land, at least three weeks, by 
weekly insertions, prior to said day, and then cause 
said jury, after being duly sworn, by said Sheriff 
or Justice of the Peace, to make true inquest of avorn , 
the damages that will be sustained by such owner 
or estate, by reason of making such Road through 
such land. If any juror shall fail to appear, or 
by reason of challenge for cause or otherwise, fail 
to sit on such inquest, the said Sheriff shall fill 
said jury from the bystanders, and if they fail to 
render a verdict, the said Sheriff, shall on the same 
day or subsequent day, empannel a new jury or 
jurors, until a verdict be had. Such verdict and 
inquest regularly certified by such Sheriff, shall be 
returned to the office of the Clerk of the Circuit 


Court, of the county in which said land may be, 
and there remain among the records, and such ver¬ 
dict shall vest in said Company the right to occupy, 
and use said land for the purposes of said Railroad, 
on the payment or tender of payment of the dam¬ 
age then assessed against such Company; and in 
case of persons absent or unknown, as aforesaid, 
the placing of the amount of damages to the credit 
of the owner in the hands of the Judge of Pro¬ 
bate, of the county in which such lands lie, shall 
be deemed and taken as payment, and sucli Judges 
shall be liable on their bonds to make due pay¬ 
ment of said money on demand. 

Sec. 11 . Be it further enacted , That it shall be 
the duty of the Sheriff', to appoint and hold said 
inquest, within ten days after the receipt of said 
writ of ad quod damnum , except in eases of absence 
as aforesaid, in which case, thirty days shall be 
allowed him, and five days additional, are allowed 
him for every additional jury which lie may have 
under said writ; and for every default therein, the 
said Sheriff shall be fined by the Circuit Court, at 
the instance of either party, not less than twenty 
nor more than one hundred dollars, and every 
juror and witness so summoned, unless excused h r 
the Circuit Court, shall be fined not more than ten 
dollars, for non-attendance ; of all such fines as 
well as costs, the Circuit Court of the county shall 
have jurisdiction. There shall be allowed the fol- 
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lowing fees to the Clerk of the Circuit Court, for 
every writ of ad quod damnum , seventy-five cents ; 
for receiving and filing inquest, severity-five cents; 
to the Sheriff for giving notice, seventy-five cents, 
besides printers fees, not exceeding two dollars ; in 
each case for holding inquest, five dollars, and 
summoning witnesses, twenty-five cents each ; to 
jurors, seventy-five cents for each, per diem, which 
fees are not allowed until a verdict he returned and 
filed, and shall he taxed in the bill of costs, and 
paid by the Company ; Provided , however, that 
before the application for said writ, the said Com¬ 
pany may make a tender to the owner or owners of 
any such lands, a sum of money hy them deemed 
equivalent to the damage to he sustained, and upon 
refusal to accept the sum tendered, and a verdict 
for the same amount or a less sum, the costs shall 
be taxed to and paid by the owners of the land 
upon which the inquest is held. 

Sec. 12. Be it further enacted, That either party 
may appeal to the next Circuit Court, within thirty 
days after the assessment by application to the 
Clerk of said Court, and giving security for the 
prosecution of such appeal, and in ease the same 
is taken by the corporation, for the judgment which 
may be rendered against it on appeal. 

Sec. 13. Be it furthr enacted , That the trial of 
such appeal shall be de novo, and if the corpora¬ 
tion is the appellant, and the damages assessed is 
equal to or greater than found on the previous 
inquest, the appellant must pay the costs, and the 
Court may award damages, not exceeding ten per 
cent., if of opinion that the appeal was taken 
merelv for delay. 

%! V 

Sec. 14. Be it further enacted , That in ease the 
appeal is not taken by the corporation, and the 
appellant does not recover more damages than was 
assessed to him in the previous inquest, judgment 
for costs must be given against him. In such 
appeals, when the judgment is against the appel¬ 
lant, execution may issue against his security. 

Sec. 15. Be it further enacted^ That the opera¬ 
tions of said Railroad Company, in surveyings, 
locating and constructing the road or other work, 
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shall in no wise be delayed on account of the pro¬ 
ceedings had as aforesaid. 

Sec. 1G. Be it further enacted, That whenever 
it shall be necessary for the construction of their 
Railroads or ways, to intersect or cross any stream 
or water course, or any road or highway, it shall j* ot to impair 
he lawful for said Company to construct across or roadorwgi* 
upon the same; but the said Company shall Wfty “ 
re-establish said stream or water course, road or 
highway, thus intersected in such a manner as not 
to impair its usefulness, and in all cases where any 
road or public highway is so located, that said 
Railroad cannot be judiciously laid out and con¬ 
structed across or upon the same, without interfer¬ 
ing therewith ; in such case or cases, said corpo¬ 
ration may by their engineer, cause such road or 
roads, to be changed or altered in such manner, 
that said Railroad may be made on the best site of 
ground for that purpose ; Provided , said corpora¬ 
tion shall put such road, in as good repair as at the 
time of changing or altering the same. 

Sec. 17. Be it further enacted, That the Direc- 
tory shall have full power to establish such rates of 
tolls, for the conveyance of persons and property 
upon the Railroad as they shall from time to 
time deem proper, and to levy and collect the same 
for the use of said Company. All matters and 
things respecting the use of said Railroads, and 
the conveyance of passengers and property shall 
be in conformity to such rules and regulations, as 
said Board of Directors shall from time to time 
determine. 

Sec. 18, Be it farther enacted, That whenever 
the route of said Railroad, or its Branch, shall 
intersect, cross or connect with any Railroad, such 
intersections, crossings or connections, shall bo 
made upon fair and equitable terms. No discrimi¬ 
nating charges shall be exacted, and facilities for 
the transhipment of freight and passengers and 
interchange of cars, shall be afforded by each. 

Sec. 19. Be it further enacted , That the said 
Mobile and Great Northern Railroad and its Branch 
may cross the navigable waters of the Bay of 
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Mobile, at one or more points, with bridges or any 
other description of work. 

See. 20. And be it further enacted , That in case 
said Railroad and its Branch should cross any of 
the lands belonging to the State of Alabama, the 
right of way through said lands, one hundred feet 
wide is hereby granted, for said Road and Branch, 
Right oi way. ^ Company free of charge ; and in case of 
cuttings and embankments, gravel, earth, ware 
houses, engine houses or other necessary buildings 
and of turn outs, &c., as much more land as is 
necessary, is hereby granted free of charge. 

See. 21. And he it further enacted, That for the 
Hairing funds, purpose of raising funds, from time to time, for 
the construction of said Road and its Branch, and 
the purchase of iron and other materials to be used 
thereon, said Company are hereby authorized to 
issue, negotiate, pledge, hypothecate* and sell its 
bonds in sums and at rates ot interest, which may 
be deemed most expedient by the Board of Direc¬ 
tors. The payment of the principal and interest 
of the bonds to be secured as the Board of Direc¬ 
tors may think best. 

Sec. 22. Be it further enacted , That when any 
portion of the Stock subscribed to said Railroad 
Company, shall be called tor by the direction of 
the Board of Directors, and notice of said call shall 
have been given for more than thirty days, that 
such call has been made and specifying the per 
centum of Stock so called for, and the time when 
payment is required, either by personal notice to 
the Stockholder, or by publication in some news¬ 
paper, published in the city of Mobile, if any 
Stockholder shall fail to pay the call so made at 
the time required, such Stockholder may be pro¬ 
ceeded against by a motion made in the Circuit 
Court, of the county of the residence of such Stock¬ 
holder, for the amount of Stock so remaining 
unpaid, which motion shall he in writing, signed 
by an Attorney at Law, and shall set forth the call 
so made, the notice given, the amount of Stock 
subscribed by said Stockholder, and the amount 
remaining unpaid upon such Stock so called for, 
and the term of the Court at which the motion 
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will be made ; the sheriff of the county shall serve 
the notice and make his return thereon, and for 
his services, shall be entitled to the same fees that 
are allowed Sheriffs for like services in the execu¬ 
tion of summons and complaints under the general 
law; the clerk shall docket the cause in its proper 
order, arid for his services in the ease, shall be 
allied the same fees to which he is entitled for 
like services in other cases under the general law ; 
if the motion so made is executed more than twenty 
days before the term of the Circuit Court, to which 
it is returnable, the case shall stand for trial at the 
first term after its issuance; if executed within 
twenty days before such term, it shall not stand for 
trial until the next ensuing term of such Court; 
all the rules of pleading and evidence applicable 
to actions of assumpsit under the Code of Ala¬ 
bama, are applicable to proceedings under this sec¬ 
tion of this act, except that the certificates of the 
Secretary of said Company, accompanied with the 
seal of the Company, shall he evidence of the or¬ 
ganization of the Company, of the By-Laws, rules 
and regulations and of the proceedings of the Com¬ 
pany, of the calls made from time to time by the 
action of the Directors of the Company and of the 
amount subscribed to the Stock thereof by any 
Stockholder, and the amount due and unpaid on 
such subscription at the time such call was made 
or became due, and upon the production of such 
certificate, if no plea is entered by way of defence 
or if the plea is withdrawn, the Court hearing 
such motion shall enter judgment final by default, 
or nil decit , as the case may be for the amount so 
certified to be due with interest thereon ; such cer¬ 
tificates shall be evidence on the trial of any issue 
joined upon such motion, unless the defendant 
makes oath at the time of filing his plea, that he 
believes the plea to be true, and gives notice that 
other evidence will be required ; but in all cases, 
the defendant may adduce lawful proof to contra¬ 
dict such certificate ; all issues of fact joined upon 
such motion are to be tried as other civil actions 
by jury. 

Sec. 23. Be it farther enacted, That in all pro- 
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ceedings commenced under the provisions of this 
act, security for costs must be lodged with the clerk 
of the Circuit Court of the county in which the 
suit is instituled beiore such proceeding is com¬ 
menced. 

Sec. 24. Be it further enacted, That in all cases 
commenced under the provisions of Section 22 of 
this act, cither party may have a change of Vjnue 
to the nearest county free from exception, upon ap¬ 
plication made and sufficient cause shown by affi¬ 
davit, as in ordinary civil cases. 

Sec. 25. Be it further enacted, That the charter 
hereby granted shall not interfere with the rights, 
privileges, and immunities heretofore granted to 
the Mobile and Girard Railroad Company. 

Sec. 2G. Be it further enacted , That the act to 
subscribe to stock in the Mobile and G raid Rail¬ 
road by the city of Mobile, approved 1st February, 
1854 be, and the same is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 27. Be it further enacted, That this com¬ 
pany shall commence the construction of the Rail¬ 
road within three years from the date hereof, other¬ 
wise this charter shall he forfeited. 

Sec. 28. Be it further enacted , That all laws 
contravening the provisions of this act, are hereby 
repealed.

Be it enacted by the Senate and Hou^e 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened , That in pursuance of the 
wishes of the people of Limestone county, as ex¬ 
pressed at an election held for that purpose, on the 
first Monday in May, 1854, and also reaffirmed at 
the recent election for representatives in the Gene¬ 
ral Assembly, held on the first Monday in August, 

1855, that the Court of County Commissioners for ( °ty r CoinmUs* 
said county of Limestone, be, and they are hereby toners to aub- 
authorized, empowered and required for and in be- jfu/ck!° ° r 
half of said county, to subscribe for stock in the 
Tennessee & Alabama Central Railroad Company, 
to the amount of two hundred thousand dollars, to 
be raised in the manner, and upon the condition 
hereinafter mentioned. 

Sec. 2. Beit further enacted , That the manner Maanel . ol * ma . 
of making said subscription shall be as follows : king sub - 
Whenever the said company or corporators through SC1,pUon * 
their proper officers shall apply, as provided in sec¬ 
tion 2d of the act incorporating the same, ap¬ 
proved December 19, 1853, for the subscription in 
this act mentioned, the Judge of Probate of said

To incorporate the Florida and Alabama Union 
Bail way Company. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and Home 
-of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene- 
red Assembly convened, That Hicks Wardon, Iiiram 
Moultrie, Anson Bangs, Eli T. Bangs, Mayson 
Bangs, and Charles Cullender and such other 
sons or incorporations as may be associated with 
them and become holders of the stock hereinafter 
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mentioned shall be, and are hereby declared and 
constituted a body corporate by the name and style Naaeaiidaivk*. 
of the “ Florida and Alabama Union Bail way 
Company,” and by that name they and their suc¬ 
cessors may continue to he a corporation, and by 
that name and style they may sue and be sued, 
plead and be impleaded in all courts and places 
whatsoever, and shall have and possess all the 
usual rights and privileges of such corporations, 
and shall have and use a common seal, which they 
may alter at pleasure.

To incorporate the Winchester and Alabama Rail 

Road Company. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gen¬ 
eral Assembly convened^ That Isaac D. Wann, Dr. 
Davis Moore, John W. Ledbetter, John Alison, 
Col. William Jones, Fleming Jordan, Francis E. 
H. Stcger, William Wright, Benjamin Lawler, 
Joseph Hambriek, of the county of Madison, and 
James Fletcher and David Ricket of the county of 
Marshall, he, and they are hereby appointed, any 
five of whom may act, and do all business necessary 
to be done, under this act preparatory to the organi¬ 
zation of the Winchester and Alabama Railroad 
Company, and they shall open books of subscrip¬ 
tion for the capital stock of said company at such 
times and places, and with notice, not less than 
thirty days, as they may think proper.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the Stale of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened , That from and aftci the pas- 
Revived*! sage 0 f this act, the charter of the town of Eutaw, 
in Greene county be, and the same is hereby revived 
and declared to be of the same force and effect as 
if no default whatever had been made. 

Be it further enacted , That an election 
to bt shall be held on the first Monday in January, 
1856, for a Mayor and Councilmen of said town, 
which said election shall he held by three resident 
householders of said town to be appointed by the 
Judge of Probate of Greene county, and conducted 
in all respects according to the provisions of the 
charter of said town in relation to the election of 


Mayor and Councilmen. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted , That when from 
Failure of elec- any cause whatsoever, an election for Mayor and 
turn* Councilmen shall lail to be made or held as provi¬ 
ded in the charter of said town, or there shall be 
any irregularity in holding the same, or in making 
return thereof, it shall be the duty of the Judge of 
Probate Court of Greene county to appoint three 
resident householders to hold an election for Mayor 
and Councilmen, which said election shall be con¬ 
ducted in all respects as regular elections for said 
officers are conducted. 

Be it further enacted, That the Judge 
of Probate Court of Greene county shall have 
power to order as many elections under Section 3 
of this act as may be necessary to prevent a suspension 
of the powers conferred by the charter of the said 
town of Eutaw.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama in Gene¬ 
ral Assembly convened, That the City Council of 
Montgomery be, and the same is hereby authorized 
to extend the unpaid portion of the debt known as 
S dabt HoBa€ ^ c State House debt, created under authority of 
an act of the Legislature, approved February 2, 

4 1846, either by a renewal of the bonds in the hands 

of the present holders or by the sale of new bonds 
in lieu of the old, said renewed debt to be payable 
in not less than eight nor more than twelve years 
from the maturity of the present outstanding bonds, 
to bear not exceeding eight per cent, interest, and 
to be negotiated at rate not less than par, and in 
the event of the sale of new bonds, the proceeds 
thoreof shall be applied to the payment of such 
outstanding bonds and no other purpose whatever. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted , That the in¬ 
come accruing from the wharves of said city shall 
be devoted and exclusively applied to the payment 
of the actual debt of the city hitherto incurred and 
interest thereon, and in addition thereto the said 
City Council shall have power to levy and collect 
an annual tax not exceeding one-fourth of one per 
cent, on the value of the real estate of said city, 
which said tax and wharf income shall be paid to 
the city Treasurer, to be by him applied to the li¬ 
quidation of said actual city debt hitherto incurred, 
and interest thereon, and to no other purpose what¬ 
soever until the same is fully paid. 



Sbc. 3. And be it further enacted } That for the 
ordinary current expenses of said city, the said city 
Council may levy and collect a tax on real estate 
not exceeding one half of one per cent, on the cash 
value thereof, and no more in any one year, and it 
shall not be lawful for the said city Council of 
Montgomery to contract any debt or incur any lia¬ 
bility for on account of said city of Montgomery 
which is not to be paid out of the ordinary current 
revenue of the year in which said debt or liability 
is contracted or incurred, and any such debt or lia¬ 
bility attempted to be contracted or incurred by 
said city Council in violation of the foregoing pro¬ 
visions shall be void as against said city of Mont¬ 
gomery.

PREAMBLE AND JOINT RESOLUTIONS 

To the Congress of the United States, in reference to the duty 

on Rail Road Iron. 

Wmeras, In many part# of the United States our rapid and 
improved system of railing improvements, is comparatively 
in its infancy, and thus far, iu a very great degree, has been 
prosecuted by individual energy and enterprise', with individ¬ 
ual and State capital and credit, unaided, except in a few in¬ 
stances, and to a limited extent, by the means or credit of the 
Genera! Government. The construction of sixteen thousand 
miles of Railroad, at an aggregate cost of more than seven 
hundred millions of dollars, lias absorbed a large portion of 
the surplus capital of the country, in addition to calling in 
to requisition the use of credits abroad, to a very considerable 
extent, i n common with many of the Southern and Western 
States, we are extensively engaged in constructing Railroads 
for the general improvement of the country in all its social 
and business relations, both at home and abroad, for the pro¬ 
motion of which our State Government; has exhibited a well 
guarded policy. But from Our past and present experience, 
the State aid proving inefficient, and in some degree, unavaila¬ 
ble for the purposes designed, much inconvenience and delay 
of our work has heen and must be felt from the want of active 
capital in the Western States, and a healthier condition of 
monetary affairs throughout the whole country. The rapid 
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extension throughout the civilized world of this new and 
highly important artificial mode of, intercommunication, 
operationg with other causes, has occasioned an unexampled 
increase in the demand for Iron , followed by an unprecedented 
advance in the price of this article. The rails manufactured 
in the United States, are wholly inadequate to supply the 
home demand, in fact not more than twenty-five per cent, of 
this demand can be supplied by American mills. Thus, we 
are compelled to purchase three-fourths of our iron abroad, or 
abandon our works in progress, or delay them to a ruinous 
extent. We say ruinous, because it involves the loss of the 
local work already done upon them, without we receive some 
relief or assistance. Thus situated, with extensive and neces¬ 
sary works in progress, we seek from Congress, through your 
Legislative aid, such material relief as a remission or post¬ 
ponement of duties for a few years on Railroad Bars, would 
surely give, without detriment to the revenue system of the 
Government. Wejsay witnout detriment to the revenue, for 
tfie following reasons: First, That the construction and 
labor saving powers of Railroads, advance the population, 
wealth and revenue paying capacity of the people, more ana 
faster than all other causes combined, as is fully proved by 
the fact that the work of transportation annually performed 
by the existing Railroads of the United States, costs the 
people thereof one hundred millions of dollars less than if 
performed by animal power upon common roads. This saving 
is much greater than the whole revenue of the Government. 
Second, That the people of all the Western and South-West¬ 
ern States, arc the greatest sufferers from the financial trou¬ 
bles that now embarrass the country, is true, tor the want of 
those facilities and aids to our industrial pursuits which rail 


roads so pre-eminently afford, and whilst the best efforts of our 
people are being extended to free themselves and their State 
from the unequal burthens that distance from the markets im¬ 
pose, we are crippled in our limsted cash means by the re¬ 
quirement of the General Government to pay into the treasury 
about one thousand three hundred dollars per mile, which is 
the cost of one mile of rails out of every three, and one third 


miles of constructed road, and at a time when the National 


Treasury is overflowing with an abundant revenue from other 
sources. There the money is idle and unnecessary, here all 
the interests of the country suffer for the want of it. The 
iron interests of our country which is unreasonably opposed 
to this measure of relief to railroad interests, in the place of 
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being injured, will be benefitted by it. The estimate is, to 
each mile of railroad ffequiring one hundred tons of rails, hn 
additional demand is created thereby, for more than an equ4l 
value of all descriptions of merchantable lion needed for the 
care, engines, buildings, and # all branches of industry that are 
every where so wonderfully stimulated and extended by the 
use of railways. Again, the iron works of the United States, 
by their limited capital, light-standing machinery, small num¬ 
ber of experienced workmen, and high rates of labor, are far 
better suited for the production of light merchant bars, than, 
for the heavy and more difficult manufacture of rail bars* 
These difficulties operate so strongly that if Congress were to 
prohibit the importation of foreign rails, the American iron 
establishments could not for years supply one fourth of the 
demand for rail bars. Whereas, if all were imported duty 
free, our roads would be sooner and cheaper made, and a much 
greater demand thereby created for all descriptions of iron, 
for the profitable production of which the American works are 
generally adapted. Having been fostered by a thirty per cent. 
ad valorem duty during the last nine years, (previous to which 
a higher duty prevailed,) their works are far less capable of 
supplying the present demand for rails, than they were that 
of 1846, and with a combined legislative grasp upon the 
whole, they have miserably failed after thirteen years protec¬ 
tion, since 1842, to supply one eighth of the quantity required 
by the country. 

Where, then, is the wisdom or justice of continuing the 
duty on rail bars unnecessary for revenue, ineffectual in over¬ 
coming the inherent difficulties in the way of American rail 
making, and exceedingly onerous upon all the agricultural 
States, and especially where money is always worth more than 
on the sea hoard, and where distance from market renders the 
speedy completion of our railroads, a matter of the very first 
importance to our people, as well as to those of other States 
who ^consume our products ? Having an overflowing national 
treasury, and believing as we do that the condition of the 
country, facts, reason and policy, all unite to sustain the 
immediate remission of the duty on rail bars from 1850^ in¬ 
definitely. Nor would such a measure be new to the legisla¬ 
tion of Congress ; for those journals, a few years back, will 
show the admission of rail bars duty free for a limited period, 
while the Atlantic States were establishing their railway 
system. Is it not equally just in principle and practically at: 
this time more important to all the western men who grow 
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breadstuff's, tobacco, sugar and cotton, and to all the eastern 
men who eat, smoke and spin, that the same aid of free rails 
should be extended t& all the Western States ? We claim the 
relief from Congress as just, expedient and right. We think 
this encouragement can be given to Internal Improvements, 
that affording so much prosperity to our whole country, with* 
out any inconvenience or embarrasment to her finances. Bail- 
roads, for military and postal purposes, are of great conve¬ 
nience to the Government, and the extension of them to every 
part of this Union, by the States, should receive every reason¬ 
able encouragement from the General Government. They 
penetrate every interior and hitherty isolated section of our * 
broad country, and connect them with the sea board, thus 
giving to the surplus productions of industry a cheap outlet 
to tide water, whereby exports and consequently our imports 
are largely augmented, with a corresponding increase in:the 
revenue of the Government derived from import duties. If, 
however, the tariff of 1846 is iron bound and must stand en¬ 
tire, then we respectfully ask of Congress a postponement of 
duty collections on a credit of six years for all rails imported 
and laid down 1.850 to 1864. Second , to an entire remission 
of duty, this credit would be of very great service to the 
roads of our State, and could, from the opening of the lines 
for traffic, be chiefly paid off by postal service during, and. at 
the end of the credit, as a condition upon which the collection 
of the duty on railroad iron is suspended, Congress might re¬ 
quire the companies should give security at the office of Cus- * 
toms for the service or money on receiving the rails. By this 
arrangement the Government would only lose the interest on 
the duties for a short time,* whilst, by this liberal policy, it 
would increase the speedy completion of the roads now. in 
process of construction, and secure all the advantages, social, 
political and commercial, resulting from these enterprises; 
therefore, 

1st. Resolved by the Senate and Home of Representatives of 
the Stale of Alabama in General Assembly convened ,, That our 
Senators in Congress be instructed, and our Representatives 
requested, to use their efforts and influence for the passage of 
a law, at the present session of Congress, in one form or other 
herein suggested and prayed for in the foregoing preamble. 

2nd. Resolved , That we do hereby invite our sister States, 
who feel interested in the progress of internal improvements, 
to corporate and unite with us in solicting Congress, through 
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their respective Legislatures, to grant the aid arid relief 
prayed for in the foregoing preamble and resolutions, 

3rd. Resolved, That the Governor of this State be requested 
to forward to each of our members in Congress a copy of the 
foregoing preamble and resolutions, and also to forward a 
copy of the same to the Governors of the respective States in 
the Union, with the request to submit the same to their 
respective Legislatures. 

Approved, February 15, 1856. 


A JOINT MEMORIAL 

Of the Senate and House of Representatives of the General 
Assembly of the State of Alabama to the Congress of the 
United States. 


Your memorialists respectfully represent, that on the lines 
separating this State from the States of Mississippi, Florida 
and Georgia, there are a number of parts of townships wholly 
deprived of the school land called the Sixteenth Section, de¬ 
signed for the benefit of schools ; that these sections are in 
almost every case within parts of townships lying within the 
limits of other States named. This fact will appear by an 
examination of the maps of this and oilier States designated. 
The citizens of said portions of townships lying in this State 
are consequently deprived of all participation in the school 
fond granted to this State by an act of Congress previous to 
our admission as a State into this Union. Congress, by vari¬ 
ous acts, has provided for most of the townships in other States 
that were deprived by any cause from the benefit of the six¬ 
teenth section fund. No provisions ever having been made 
for the parts of townships in this State along the lines re¬ 
ferred to, we, your memorialists, would respectfully ask that 
provisions he made by law to enable the citizens of those said 
parts of townships in this State, to obtain their just propor¬ 
tion of the funds granted by Congress for the benefit of the 
schools therein. 

Your memorialists also represent that all the lands within 
the limits of this State of any value have already been dis¬ 
posed of, and ask further that other lands may by granted 
within the limits of the Territory of Kansas or any of the 
States, where lands of equal value can be obtained with those 
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section » of which the said parts of townships in this State 
have been deprived, under such rules and regulations as Con¬ 
gress may present. 

Section 1 . Be it therefore resolved by the Senate and Home 
rf Representatives of the Stale of Alabama in General Assembly 
convened , That a copy of this memorial be forwarded by his 
Excellency the Governor, to each of our Senators and Repre¬ 
sentatives in Congress from this State, with a request that the 
game be presented to their respective bodies, and that they en¬ 
deavor to obtain the passage of an act by Congress in accor¬ 
dance with the representation and prayer of the memorialists.

JOINT RESOLUTIONS 

Of the General Assembly of the State of Alabama, providing 

for the call of a Convention. 

Section 1 . Be it resolved by the Senate and House of Repre¬ 
sentatives of the State of Alabama in General Assembly convened , 
That owing to defects in the Constitution of the State, and 
the numerous amendments now proposed to the same, it is 
expedient to call a general Convention of the people of the 
State to form a new Constitution ; and to the end that the 
sense of the people may be taken thereon, it is hereby pro¬ 
posed that the qualified voters of this State be assembled, by 
Proclamation of the Governor, on the first Monday in May, 
1856, at tlie usual place of voting in their respective counties, 
and that the polls he opened under the rules and regulations 
now governing the election of members of the General As¬ 
sembly of this State. 

Sec. 2. Be it further resolved , That at said polls it shall 
be the duty of the returning officers, or one of the judges, to 
propose to each voter as he presents himself, the question, 
<c Convention or no Convention, 7 ’ and the clerks of said poll 
shall register the vote so given ; and it shall be the duty of 
the Sheriffs of the several counties to make returns of the 
votes so given to the Secretary of State, by the first Monday 
in June next after such elections ; and if any Sheriff shall 
fail to do so, he shall be liable to the penalties to which he 
would now be subjected for failing to discharge his duty in 
returning the votes cast in his countv for the office of Gover- 
nor.

. Be it further received) That within twenty days 
after such returns are made, it shall be the duty of the Secre¬ 
tary of State. Comptroller and Treasurer, to open and count 
the votes in said returns, in the presence of the Governor ; 
and if upon such counting it shall appear that a majority of 
all the votes east are in favor of a Convention, it shall he the 
duty of the Governor to make the same known by preclama¬ 
tion, and directing the election tor members to said Conven¬ 
tion as hereinafter directed. 

Sec. i. /-Vi it further resolved, That it shall he the duty of 
the Governor to issue to the Sheriffs of the several counties 
writs for the election of as many delegates from each county 
to said Convention as the said several counties shall he enti¬ 
tled to members in the House of Representatives in the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly under the apportionment to be made at the 
present session of the Legislature, which said election shall 
beheld on the first Monday in August, eighteen hundred and 
fifty-six, and shall be governed in all respects by the laws 
then in existence regulating the election of members to the 
House of Representatives in the General Assembly ; and the 
persons elected thereat, as delegates to said Convention, shall 
be returned in like maimer. 


Sec 5 . Be it further resolved, That said Convention shall 
asseml e in the city of Montgomery on the second Monday in 
November, eighteen hundred and fifty-six, and continue in 
session until their labors are completed ; and when they shall 
have altered and reformed the present Constitution, as to them 
shall seem proper, they shall submit the instrument made by 
them to the people of the State for their ratification or rejec¬ 
tion at the time of the election for members of the General 
Assembly, to be holden on the first Monday in August, eigh¬ 
teen hundred and fifty-seven ; and if, at such election, when 
asked by the proper officer, “ Are you in favor or against the 
new Constitution ?” a majority of the qualified voters of the 
State shall vote for the ratification of the instrument so made, 
it shall be the Constitution of the State of Alabama, and the 
Governor shall make known the fact of such ratification by 
his proclamation to that effect. 

Sec. 6. Be it further resolved, That the vote taken on the 
ratification or rejection of the instrument made by such a 
Convention shall be duly registered, and shall be governed 
by the rules laid down in the first of these resolutions as to the 
election of members of the House of Representatives of the 
General Assembly of this State.
